Scratches 
retlueed tlie field to only four starters. Lucullite 
was sent into an early lead on the first turn, which 
he easily maintained while going up the back- 
Ktretcli. On the far turn he oiwned up still more 
<in his field and in the stretch easily held the 
veteran. Old Rosebud, safe. Sun Briar, quotetl as 
favorite, saved ground In the early running, but 
when Loftus called on him he was unable to re- 
spond effectively, although at the finish he forced 
Old Rosebud to be ridden out for second place. 
Sun Briar also lost some ground when turning for 
home. Lucullite’s i>erformanee was a capital one, 
lie racing better under Fator’s energetic ride than 
he did on the occasion of his defeat by Bally a 
few days ago. Today Fator, after sending him 
into a good lead, took no chances but rode him 
luird all the way.

He 
skillfully saved the filly out in front and when 
challenged in the stretch, put up an extra good 
finish. 

Poacher’s victory in the fifth race made it a 
double for the Hildreth stable and the third conse- 
cutive winning mount for Jockey Fator, he having 
trklden Alphee and Lucullite in the two preceding 
races. 

FALSE START IN LAST RACE. 

The field in the last race, with tlie exception 
of Ednaris and liaiighter, dashed away to a false 
start and ran tlie full distance. The timers flag 
dhl not fall. Starter t'nssidy came back to the 
sstaiid. couferred witli tlie stewards, then returned 
■and disiiatcliM the field again. laiughter had no 
trouble in defeating Ednaris, the remainder pulling 
up before the finish. 

The veteran racer. Old Rosebud, ran well In-liiiid 
laiciillite in tlie Mt. Venioii Handicap and was 
cheered by the'siiectators when his rider came back 
to the Judges’ stand. 

W. Shea, omier of the stallion Tea Gaddy, pur- 
«'ba*ed from O. Daley on private ternis Fell Swoop, 
OriiMnda and Young Adam. Mr. Shea was deliglited 
lit securing tlie filly Ormonda. “After next sea- 
Hon’s racing I sliall retin* her and lireed lier to Tea 
Gaddy,’’ stated Mr. Sliea. G. X. Darke will cou- 
flnue to train the trio of racers. 

E. J. Waj’land sliipped nine racers of the W. J. 
Salmon string to Saratoga this morning. J. F. 
Richardson sent five in the same shipment from 
Jamaica. 

Joseph Mcl^ennan states that owing to the slim 
prospects of racing in Canada this year on the Cana- 
illan Racing Association tracks, he has been released 
from his duties by the body and will in all proba- 
bility accept a proposition at Havre de Grace dur- 
ing the fall meeting. Mr. McLennan’s contract with 
the Canadian Racing Association ran to the close 
of 1919. 

Every race Snapdragon II. runs increases his 
fwiiularity.

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AMERICAN SOLDIERS WITNESS DERBY THEORIES CONCERNING THE PANTHER 

Hnndiods of Doughboys RHll Have Story to Tell of The Colt’s Remarkable Change of Form Ascribed 
A m as in g Scenes at Epsom Downs. to a Yariety of Causes. 



Hundreds of American soldiers and sailors will 
Iiave another good story to tell the home folks when 
they get back — the story of the Victory Derby, 
writes the London correspondent of the Associated 
Press. Tills was their chance to see the world’s 
greatest classic, and every officer and man who had 
tlie day free Joyfully seized it. 

In popular interest the Derby is to England what 
tlie annual baseball championship series is to the 
I'nited States. But no national event over there is 
anything like it. The race, of course, is the cli- 
max, and it focuses everybody’s attention, but 
Derb.v day has so many other elements of interest, 
beginning with the long, gay pilgrimage from Lon- 
don to Epsom Downs, and including a public picnic 
and carnival on the grounds, that the only thing 
one can faintly compare it with in the United States 
is what barb<‘cue day used to be during the big 
race day at a southern county fair. 

It is a great festival, shared in by all kimis of 
people, from king to beggar. Interest in the Derby, 
wliicii was revived at Epsom tills year for the first 
time since 1914, was nothing short of remarkable. 
Tlie war-worn people seised upon it as an oppor- 
tunity for a kind of peace celebration. For weeks 
they talked about it and read columns about It in 
the newspapers. The feverish excitement probably 
was due to the pent-up, nervous emotionalism gen- 
erated by the war. But Derby day was the safety 
valve. 

ALL ATTENDANCE RECORDS BROKEN. 

Never in the history of the race has there been 
such a huge attendance. An old bookmaker, who 

the number of vehicles alone was not only a record 
but “a record twice over.’’ 

The Victory Derby differed from the Derbys of 
others years, not only in the siae of the crowd, 
but in the presence of so many men and women in 
military uniforms.. Tommy Atkins was all over the 
picture. Also demobilised ’Arry, wearing bis silver 
service badge, with ’’Arriet on his arm. There was 
a large sprinkling, too, of the Dominion troops, 
particularly Canadians and Australians, and not a 
few Frencli and Italian uniforms were in evidence. 

Noue enjoyed themselves more thoroughly, how- 
ever, than the American stddiers. For one thing, 
the Derby was more of a novelty to them than to 
their overseas cousins, and their interest was pi- 
'ued in a hundred ways. They were a trifle awed, 
perhaps, by the immensity of the thing. Only 
London could famish such a crowd. Almost as far 
as the eye could reach the great sweep of the 
downs was a surging mass of people. 

Sixteen big stands and the mammoth grandstand, 
which were all packed and running over, held only 
a fraction of the enormous gathering. Tlie mile and 
a lialf c-onrse of the Derby was lined solidly with 
spectators on each side every foot of the way, and 
scores of thousands congested the infield, swarming 
like ants among the gaudy tents of the side shows, 
the bookmakers’ bootlis, gipsy caravans and vehicles 
of all descriptions. 

THIS YEAR’S ASCOT GOLD CUP WINNER 

Pedigree of By Jingo, Victor in the Greatest 
Wei^t-for-Age Race of the World. 

Any horse capable of winning an Ascot Gold 
Gup. at once takes a place in tlie ranks of tlie real 
equine aristocracy. It has long been held in Eng- 
land that winning tlie Derby or St. Leger, while 
great racing feats, did not stamp the horse witli the 
seal of true greatnews, that fame being aci|uired 
when tile Gold Gup was also added to its list of 
triumphs. It is true, as in the case of all great 
races, it has now and then been won by a com- 
paratively inferior racer, but as a rule its win- 
ners liave been horses of tlie highest class, such 
great names as tliose of Persimmon, Oyllene, Bfer- 
man, 8antoi, William the Third, Maximum, Zinfal- 
del. White Knight (twice), Bayardo, Willonyx and 
Prince Palatine (twice) adorning its record since 
1896. This year it fell to By Jingo, a horse with 
a somewliat checkered career, but a proved stayer, 
wliich a competent authority recently declared in 
print is today the best horse in Europe, but here- 
tofore not permitted to show this important fact, 
for .siieculative reasons. His pedigree is excellent, 
but in some lines presents unusual elements. Here 
it is:

The demoralization of The Panther continnea and 
Mr. Richards cabled me, after the Irish Derby, 
that the colt run ungenerously. What to make 
of it all I know not. Of one thing I am* certain, 
and It is that my opinion of TTie Panther as he was 
is quite unaltered. Had he failed In a close race 
or anything of that kind it would have been dif- 
ferent, but he had fallen like Lucifer, and his last 
state bears no comparison with his first. 'The colt 
himself cannot tell us his troubles, and the theories 
are many and various, but no one will dispute that 
when he won the Two Thousand Guineas he ran 
home a resolute, sober, honest winner. Whether he 
won easily or not may be open to argument. I think 
he did. He was not knocked about in any way, 
and he was not in the least distressed after the 
race, which for him can have left nothing but a 
pleasant memory. 

From tliat time on we get all sorts of ideas; some 
that he was then fit, and further serious training 
would get “on top of him’’ — as the saying is — 
others that he was being “band-boxed’’ and not 
galloped iialf serionsly enough. Ortainly, however, 
according to training reports, lie did as many long 
gallops as any Derby horse — if not more — and that, 
too, with a good stayer like Leandros. 

TTie Panther never gave the idea until after the 
Two Thousand Guineas that he had much interest 
in exercise gallops, but a change came over him 
then, and It was noted that he took hold freely in 
his work, which was thought a good sign. It is 
well to be wise after an event, bat it is Just pos- 
sible this may have been a sign to go slow with 
him. Mathew Dawson used to train his free- going. 



with rank bad ones. Incapable of winning a race, 
and tills plan answered admirably in aneb cases. 
I used to see Ladas gallop with Chad morning after 
morning, and C%ad was not good enough to start 
for a race, still less to win one. St. Simon’s 
habitual companion, lambic, was of similar class, 
though he was once matched with and, of course, 
beat an Arab. There is a great deal of Ladas 
character about The Panther, and it is conceivable 
that a companion such as Leandros made him take 
too much out of his vital energies in training gal- 
lops, but it seems ungracious to suggest such things 
when all concerned were doing their utmost to de- 
serve and achieve success. 

A BREEDER’S THEORY. 

It remains clear and undeniable that something 
has happened to convert a brilliant horse into a 
spiritless shirker. I remember Adieu winning two 
races at a Newmarket Spring Meeting when quite 
untrained, and afterwards going from bad to worse 
when Sam Pickering thought to make better of him. 
There are such horses, and The Panther may be one 
of them; but, on the other hand, such an hypothesis 
would not in any way account for his extraordinary 
beiiavior at Epsom before the Derby, when lie 
acted like a mad horse and was beaten before he 
started. 

It may be suggested that he does not stay more 
than a mile, but both Cooper and Donoghue agreed 
that he never meant racing over any distance in 
his last two races. A further suggestion is made 
by our old friend, Mr. W. Maxfield, a most knowl- 
edgable authority on pedigrees, and lie says: 

“I hold the same high opinion of The Panther as 
you do. only I could see danger in that surfeit of 
I>aiigar bliKul, which has caused his undoing. He 
has the Langar blood in every quarter of his jiedi- 
grtH*. He has not less than nine dashes. Langur 
and Sultan are the worst cliaiiiiels of tlie Walton 
blood, because there is no Prunella there, as there 
is in Middleton, Cobweb and Partisan. There is 
danger in too much Walton through any channel.’’ 

That is the opinion of a man who is no mere 
theorist, and I am fur from saying tliat there may 
not be something in it, but we should all remember 
that in process of time the distinct qualities of 
this or that blood become — at any rate — less dis- 
tinct, and now, for example, there is nothing to be 
alarmed about in seeing the name of Hermit two 
or three times in a iiedlgree, whereas there most 
certainly was in earlier days when he apiieared 
closer up. Whatever is wrong with ’riie Panther, 
he is in good hands, and I sinqiose it will be merely 
a question of letting him go easy and forget his 
troubles if he cun. Then start him for a little race, 
if possible, wliich be must win, and tlie Leger is, 
even now, not past hoi>ing for with him, though it 
may seem a forlorn hope. — “The Special Commis- 
sioner,’’ in London Sportsman.

Maryland State Fair to Distribute 
$247,000 in Stakes and Purses. 



Minimum Purse Value to Be 
$1,000 — ^No Entrance Fee to 
Stakes or Overnight Races. 



BALTIMORE, Md., July 17.— The Maryland State 
Fair Association lias announced an elaborate pro- 
gram of stakes for the fall meeting at Laurel. In 
all there will be $247,000 distributed in stakes and 
purses during the twenty-seven days’ racing. Tliere 
will be no purse of less than $1,000 and the eight 
stakes, including the two steeiilecliases, aggregate 
$46,000. There are but two stakes of less tlian $.’i,0(N> 
added, one for two-year-olds and a steeplechase for 
three-year-olds, each of which has $3,000 In added 
money. 

The same liberal policy that has made the Mary- 
land Jockey Club the popular and powerful racing 
organization it is. Is to all interests and purposes 
being followed by tlie new management at Laurel 
and, if continued along the same lines, will meet 
with the same success. Last year the fall meeting 
at Laurel was curtailed to sixteen days because of 
the epidemic of influenza prevalent at the time 
and for that reason the total distribution to horse - 
iW . Min — tMd ta KVomgr of 

$10,466, a splendid showing under the conditions. 
The preceding year Lanrel distribnted $211,240 for 
twenty-seven days’ racing, its best record thus far. 
So it will be seen that the annonneed money dis- 
tribution of $247,000 for next fall’s meeting will 
break all records In tliat respect. 

The rule of no entrance fees to stakes and over- 
night races that has worked out so successfully at 
Pimlico will be followed at Lanrel. 

Entries will close September 9, and must be ad- 
dressed to the Maryland State Pair Associatiuu, 
Laurel, Md. 

One of the new rules is a request that all start- 
ers in stakes be named by eleven a. m. the morning 
prior to the race to avoid horses being added at 
the last minute. This does not mean that horses 
cannot be added, as has been done heretofore, but 
for public satisfaction. The less added starters 
tliera are in stakes tlie greater is the public appre- 
ciation.

Several of the leading jockeys, wliose life in tlie 
season is no dream of idleness, hurried away from 
Newbury on Thursday night to Newcastle, and 
three of them at least were rewarded for their in- 
dustry. True, Carslake missed his chief objective 
iu tlie Seaton Delaval Stakes, hut he iiad the satis- 
faction of winning the CTaj'ton Two- Y'ear-Old I’late 
on Rivetter, which proved just too good for Cau- 
terhiir.v Tales, but not even his artistic nursing 
<'oiihi iiidnee the faint-hearted Tliermogene to do hi- 
best. .Backers hud another reverse when President 
could only get tliird for the Gold Uun, and the re- 
newal of an old partnership workeil smoothly and 
profitably when Foy got the shifty A’anltie home 
iu front of Forest Guard. Douugliue, who was at 
Briglituu ou Tuesday, the Curragh on Wednesday 
and Newbury on Thursday, had a third all night 
jiMiriie.v Irt ride Prince Heroil in the Seaton DidaVal 
Stakes, and Ids former owner must regret having 
parted with tlie colt for somethiog less thau two 
tlioiisaiiil. He followed up a hard-earned victory 
at Epsom, with uuollier success, after a gisMl rail- 
with Maxwell, while Surcoat, a warm favorite, was 
ttowltere, — London Sportsman, 



One of tlie best two-year-olds of the present sea- 
son undouhtedl.v is Orpheus, who has won tlirce 
races out of four, inclusive of a Maiden Plate of 
272 sovereigns in the Craven Wi'ek, the New Stakes 
Ascot (1282 sovereigns), and tlie Berksliire Foal 
Stakes (888) sovereigns at Newbury. The only 
time he has been -beaten was at Newmarket First 
Spring, when he failed by six lengths in the task 
of conc^Ing seven pounds to Mr. Raphael’s gray 
colt, Poltava, but on that occasion the winner got 
liest away and was never caught. As a yearling 
Orplieus, which is yet another winning son of Orhy 
dam of tlie One T!..<isand heroine, Eleetra (by 
Eager rare -old Siren*al), was Isinght out of Mr. L. 
Neumann’s string for 1,900 guineas. So goixl was 
the impression made by Orplieus at his first ap- 
Iiearaiice that a . Mg offer was made to Mr. Cun- 
llffe. Owen for him His owner, however, replied 
that three times the money would not tempt him, 
and his judgment has been well vindicated by the 
colt’s suliseqiient successes. Taking a line througli 
Poltava, it must be admitted that Sarehedoii’s 
book credentials are better than those of Oriiheus, 
and Deeagone eolt is another that earned golden 
otiinions at Ascot by the way he defeated Fiddle- 
de-dee, Pelops, and others, after losing lengths at 
the start. Tliat form, however was wmewhat dis- 
connleil by F-iddle-de-dee’s moderate display on 
Saturday at Sandown Park, when he was unplaced 
to tlie Ylantoii trained colt by Ylarcovil — Felice, 
Tetrieus, and Svengali. Felice colt had not run 
before, but he is a gooil-lookiug sort and won in 
great style for his breeder and owner, Mr. Cazalet. 
Other recent good winners that may have to be 
nn-koned with include He Goes and Bright I'olly. 
Sarchedon, presumably, will be allowed to give 
us anotlier taste of his quality in the July Stakes, 
and among bis possible opponents are the Deeagone 
colt. Golden Guinea, He Goes and J. B. Joel’s 
dark filly Queen of Jest, by Black Jester — Princess 
Dorrle, concerning whose ' merit rumor has been 
busy. Golden Guinea is said to be not much In 
front of Svengali. In the Stud Produce Stakes on 
AVediiesilay Queen of Jest again appears, and other 
notable youngsters engaged in that race are Felice 
colt, Herakles, Spean- Bridge filly (which takes a 
tweIve-|K>uud breeding allowance). Saffian, Golden 
Guinea, Maxwell and Beanfeast, of which the 
last named is another entitled to the twelve-pound 
allowance. Ohpheus’ only engagement this week is 
in the Fulbourne Stakes on Friday, and I bear that 
he may be held in reserve for Goodwood, where he is 
in tlie Molecomb Stakes, for which his most for- 
midable rivals are seemingly Cinna, Marshal Nell 
and Maxwell. 

AA'hlle looking ahead to see how some of the 
best juveniles are entered this season, I may note 
tliat Barchedon’s name is missing from such im- 
portant autumn races as the Champagne Stakes, 
Middle Park Plate and Dewhurst Plate, but he crops 
up in among others the Clearwell and the Criterion 
Stakes. A. E. Barton may find some consolation 
for the disqualification of his expensive purchase, 
the gray colt by The THrarch — Miss Cobalt — for 
wliich he gave 4,200 guineas at the sale of the late 
Sir Mark Sykes’ yearlings — for all the races in which 
he was entered by the lamented owner of Sledmerc 
as the unnamed one has been nominated, interalia, 
for the Champagne Stakes and Dewhurst Plate. — 
"Vigilante” in ■ Loudon Sportsman. 



MONSTERS OF GULF STREAM LANDED 

The Miami, Fla., angling records for the season 
show the following: 

A whipray was harpooned by ex-Govemor Martin 
H. Glynn of New York within fourteen miles of 
Miami in Biscayne Bay and put uii a furious battle 
lasting nearly two hours. The governor’s hands 
were badly lacerated by the monster, who towed his 1 
boat sc-veii iiiiles, leaping many times in the air. 

One hiipard shark was harpooned by Capt. tlliarles 
riionipson when the monster was twenty-five feet 
from thn Ismt, hut so great was tlie captain’s skill 
that wlieii lie tlirew the haritoon the lily iron at- 
tached was buried right iu the middle of tlie shark’s 
back. 

Another leopard was harimoned Ity AA'alter C. 
Graves of New Y'ork, aided by Captain Thoni|isoii. 

AVIieii hrouglit to the do<-k in Miami and cut oim-ii 
one of tlie sharks was found to contain forty-nine 
little leopards of alioiit two feid in length. 

Tlie evening before the shark hunt a dead mule 
was toned out and anelioned by tlie anglers. On the 
ineoniing tide the next morning the hunt commenced, 
but so many sliaiks came in that by 9 a. m. nothing 
but a few bones remained. 

Captain TAiompson won the Yliami Anglers Club’s 
harpoon iirize by bringing, in a fourteen foot liam- 
nierbead shark, which was the largest caught during 
the seation. 

The Miami Anglers Club will make a weekly event 
nut of these shark hunts, commencing December 1 
and euntiuuing through the winter season, for they 
not only provide real rwl-blooded sport but help 
rid the sea of these vicious monsters. 

AA'Iiile on a hunt Commwlore Charles Kotcher of 
Detroit, one of tlie club’s leading anglers. Iiaria>oned 
a devilfish having a spread of eighteen feet and 
weighing nearly 3,000 pounds. Tills monster has 
been mounted. 

In Jlay, this year. Captain Toni Newman har- 
liooned a devilfish which tOwed his boat eight miles 
to sea and then sounded in the Gulf stream, taking 
down 800 feet of roiie and snapping the line. 

Many of these monsters are so large tliat unless 
shot many times it is almost impossible to land 
them. 

One of llie largest monsters ever caught was a 
fish, species unknown, by Captain Thompson, which 
towed him for thirty-nine hours, and it took 151 
Imllcts from a 30-30 AA'inchester and five hariKioDS 
to finish the fish. 



STUDY OF NATIVE FUR BEARERS MADE 

AA'ASHINGTON. D.. C., July 17.— “Studies of the 
adaptability of native fur bearers to domestication,” 
says the Jinninil report of the Biological Survey, 
“have lieeu <v*fltinued at tlie exiierimental fur farm 
in Essex Count.v, New Y'ork. The animiils studied 
<*<>mprise blue foxes, minks, martens, fishers and 
skunks. 

“A'alualile results have been si'cured from the 
extieiinieirts relative to tlit; feeiliug, housing and 
general management of these animals. Suitable en- 
elosures have l»een ejected for the animals and 
equiiimeiit- provided for preparing and i»reservlug 
food. 

“In addition to investigational work at the ex- 
perimental fur farm close touch has been main- 
tained with fur breeders and all phases of the fur 
industry, from the care of uninials to metliiMls of 
dressing, d.veing, cleaning and storing furs, in 
order to make this information available to the 
interested public. Investigatluns have been made 
.if tlie liasic structure and quality of various furs 
and of parasites and diseases affecting fur bearers 
uuUvr dvmtetU'UtiQR.” 



Ingenins were the scliemes resorted to by nii- 
scrupulous backers of horses to swindle bookmakers 
some years ago in England, says London Tit Bits. 
The layers of odds are naturally extremely cute 
and fully conversant with the thousand and one 
schemes formulated by equally astute backers of 
horses to swindle them. Among the latter class 
are thousands of cunning adventurers who sulisist 
entirely on their wits, and as these gentry delight 
to live in the lap of luxnry and squander money 
like water — when they have it — they are constantly 
arranging new and deep-laid plots when “hard up” 
to deplete the banking acconnts of the bookmakers. 

All ingenius scheme was successfully carrieil 
tlirnugli in England a decade ago or so, which, for 
alisointedaring. is iinparulleled in the liistory of rac- 
ing. The leading siiorting papers one day rei-eivcd 
a proiK-rly arranged program of a race meeting 
whicli was to take place at a town called “Troil- 
more.” The sender of the list of horses engaged, 
tlie weights they had to carry and the times at 
which the different events were run signed his 
name and added “Reporter.” Tlie races were dniy 
run and the obliging “Reporter” sent in another 
interesting Item to the sporting dallies. Nothing 
was missing, everything was in apple pie order; 
evidently tlie reporter knew his business thoroughly. 
The “hard working” and “conscientious” journalist 
hud carefully collected the starting price of tlie 
winners and losers and his account of the da.y’s 
racing duly appeared In the papers he sent it to. 
This was eagerly perused with the greatest inter- 
est by a large number of bookmakers in London and 
they found to their sorrow that nearly all the win- 
ners had been backed for big sums by many of tbeir 
numerous clients, who were evidently expert Judges 
of racing or extraordinarily lucky. 

WHERE WAS TRODiCOREr 

As the horses had started at long odds against 
tlioy lost heavily. A lot of those wlio had been 
severely hit discussed the matter with their con- 
freres. “Where was Trodmore, the place where 
the lucky backers had found so many gomi win- 
ners?” “Has any one heard of these horses or 
jockeys before?” No. No one had, now they came 
to think about it. Many of the bookmakers had 
been connected with racing for nearly lialf a cen- 
tury. Detectives were engaged and they uneartlieil 
one of the most gigantic swindles on record.- It 
was discovered that there was no such place in 
England as “Trodmore;” there never had been such 
a meeting; there were no such horses or jockeys 
in existence as those mentioned in the program, 
and the “Reporter” — well, “his day’s work was 
done,” and he vanished like a dream. He has never 
even sent in his bill to the papers for his interest- 
ing contributions. The whole thing was one of tlie 
most impudent and cleverly organised “spoofs” on 
record. A lot of the money in “tenners” and 
“fivers” was obligingly put out for the gang liy 
innocent waiters and hotel and theater doorkeeiiers 
in the west end and the daring swindlers liave 
never been traced. They vanished with their win- 
nings. 

ANOTHER nrOEKIOirS HETHOD, 

Some racing sharps successfully roblied tlie bn'ik- 
niakers of a large sum of money at Warwick some 
years ago by the following 'ingenious methml: In 

Tattersall’s ring bonkinakers arc bound by the rules 
to pay over the horse that actually “gets” the 
race, so that in the event of an objection and the 
niiiDcr which has passed the judge first being dis- 
qualified, they pay only over the one to which the 
stewards, after due investigution, award the race. 
In tlie half-crown rings and outside the rings the 
bookies pay “first past the post,” irrespective of 
ol)Je<-tion. A crack jockey was proiierly and cor- 
rectly weighed out by the official clerk of the 
s<-ales for a certain race at Warwick on the «m- 
casion mentioneil and the horse he rode was lieavil.v 
and systematically backed with bookies wlio i»a.v 
“first past the i>ost.” The animal won easily. 
When his jix-kcy went to the scales, after the race, 
ho failed to draw within fourteen pounds of what he 
should have done. His saddle cloth was ininiedia 
ately examined and it was discovered tliat it h.-nl 
be<-ii tani|)crcd with by some one after the Jockey 
h.ld liecn weiglicd out and several of the lead 
weights removed. The “winner” was promptly dis- 
qualified and the race aWanleil to the one wliich 
had finisiied second. The gang n-aped a rich 
harvest. The jockey was, however, after due in- 
quiry, exonerated by the authorities from any blame 
•in the matter, as his integrity was beyond dispute. 
Several “turfites” got into serious trouble over this 
affair, but tlie real delinquents were never dis- 
covered. 

FISHING AND HUNTING NOTES 

Duncan Davis of Albany, Ga.. claims that his 
recent catch of a tweiitj'-six-pouud striped bass 
establishes a new record in that section. His big 
fish was taken out of the Flint River and it took 
a lialf hour’s battle to subdue the monster. 

Three prize iiiiiskallunge were recently caught in 
Little St. Germaine Lake, near Rhinelander, Wls., 
in one day. John Toban landed a thirty-seven- 
pound fish, E. G. Ylalcolm a twenty-one-ponnder 
and Jiile Durkee one weighing twenty-four i>ounds. 
All |hree anglers are residents of Walworth County, 
Wisconsin. 

June 23, while fishing with Keith Neville, captor 
of tlie biggest fish of the season up to that date, 
J. J. Duffy, mayor of Pass-a-Grille, landed a mon- 
ster tnriMin weighing l.'iJ isiunds. This is tlie larg- 
est fish caught here in many years and nndmihtcdly 
will make Mr, Duffy pri'sident of tlie St. Petersburg 
TariKin Club. The capture was made at Egniont. 

-Y half-million fingcrling trout were recently 
placeil ill Canandaigua Lake, New Y'ork, under the 
direction of the Canandaigua SiKirtsmen’s Club. 
The fish came from the state hatchery at Cale- 
donia and o<-ciipied an entire railroad car with two 
experts in cliarge. In addition to this big planting 
of fish another lialf-million of game fish fry has 
been placed in the lake waters this season. Of tliis 
consignment 20(t.(X)0 were wall-eyed pike and tlicrc 
was also a large numlier of bass.

CHICAGO, 111., July 17. — Weather forecast; Illi- 
nois, Missouri, Wisconsin, Iowa and Kansas; fair 
and warmer tonight and Frid.ay. General forecast

Northwest will move Eastward, preceded by high 
temperature and followed by thunder showers and 
much cooler weather as far East as Nortliwestem 
Minnesota and central South Dakota by Friday 
night. 

CHICAGO, 111., July 17. — All building operations 
in the Chicago district will be suspended and 100,- 
000 men will be thrown out of work unless building 
trades unions now on strike order their members 
back to work by 8 o’clock tomorrow morning. An 
ultimatum containing that threat was adopted today 
by the executive committee of the Building in- 
struction Employers’ association, representing twen- 
ty-four organisations of contracors. It will be sent 
at once to representatives of the canicnters’, the 
arebitectnral Iron workers’, the lathers’ and tlie 
bridge and structural iron workers’ unions. All of 
tliese onions have ordered strikes in violation, the 
contractors say, of agreements which still have 
many months to run. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., July 17.— Urging con- 
gressional investigation of the coal situation, gov- 
ernment officials and coal i^ierators told the house 
rules committee today that a fuel shortage was im- 
pending. “Coal men fear the situation may get 
away from tliem and that prices may rise $5 or 
$6 a ton,’’ declared C. E. Leslier of the geological 
surrey. Anthracite production since January 1 was 

10.600.000 tons less than last year and bituminous 

74.700.000 tons, Mr. Leslier said, due to luck of 
demand. 

BERLIN. Germany, July 17. — A report was cur- 
rent in financial circles today that American fi- 
nanciers propose the reorganisation of the Hambnrg- 
Amerlcan and North German Lloyd Steamship Lines 
and that the vessels will fly the United States 
flag when again put Into commission. , The idea 
is favored by tlie German stockholders. The gov- 
ernment has announced its intention of reimburse- 
ing ship owners for their losses during the war. 
Negotiations are now proceeding in Berlin. The 
ship owners are demanding from four to six times 
the pre-war value of their vessels. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17. — Immediate or- 
ganization of the national guard in the states and 
territorial jiossessions of the United States In ac- 
cord with plans approved by the war department 
was looked for today by arm.v officials here. The 
guard is to be formed on a basis of sixteen divisions 
with a maximum expansion to about 440,000 men, 
but federal funds available will permit of only 

106.000 men for tlie present. 

WASHINGTON, I). C., July 17. — Cotton exports 
for June totalled 031,9% running bales, and for 
the eleven months ending June 30, 5,076,834. It 
was announced at the Bureau of the Census, de- 
partment of commerce, today. These figures com- 
pare with 263,302 running bales for June 1918 and 
425,247 for the eleven months ending June 30, 1918. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17.— Undersecretary 
Polk of tbe state department announced today that 
lie would leave tomorrow for New York, where he 
will confer with Secretary Lansing before sailing 
for Paris to take Mr. Lansing’s place as head of 
the American peace delegation. Air. Lansing is 
expected to arrive in New Ymrk Saturday. v 

WASHINGTON. D. C., July 17.— Amended to pro- 
vide $14,000,000 instead of $6,000,000 for tlie re- 
liabilitation of wounded soldiers, sailors and ma- 
rines. the sundry civil appropriation bill, which was 
vetoed hy the Presldeut, was passed today by the 
bouse and sent to tlie senate. 

lAlNDON, England, July 17. — The German govern- 
ment is believed to be trying to establish trade re- 
lations with soviet Russia, and a German mission 
has visited Russia or Is about to do so, Cecil B. 
Harmsworth, uuderweretary of state for foreign 
affairs, told the house pf commons today. 

NEW YORK, N. Y., July 17.— John D. Rockefel- 
ler has presented a hospital to the city of New 
ATork, to be placed on Warwick farm, formerly a 
city home for inebriates, but which, now that the 
country has gone dry, is to be turned into a liome 
for drug addicts. 

— Car service on the 
street, subway and elevated lines liere and in 
twelve adjacent cities and towns was tied up today 
by a strike of 8,000 union employes of the Boston 
elevated railway system.

tions in foreign lands.
